• Out of the seven, a minimum of three must 

be Inclusiveness Target Countries (less research- 
intensive). 

Bosnia-Herzegovina, Bulgaria, Cyprus, Czech Republic, Estonia, 

Croatia, Hungary, Lithuania, Latvia, Luxembourg, Malta, Montenegro, 

Poland, Portugal, Romania, Slovenia, Slovakia, the former Yugoslav 
Republic of Macedonia, Republic of Serbia and Turkey. 

• COST Actions are open to researchers from 

universities, public and private research institutions, 
as well as to NGOs, industry and SMEs. 
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KIND OF ACTIVITIES FUNDED 

• COST does not fund research itself, but 
provides support for networking activities 

carried out within COST Actions : 

- Meetings 

- Workshops 

- Conferences 

- Training schools 

- Short-term scientific missions (STSMs) 

- Dissemination activities.
